In Control of Cancer 


Medical science is nearing a break- 
through in its war on cancer, according 
to all indications. Almost every day there 
is another encouraging report about re- 
search and treatment of this baffling 
killer. 

Only recently most people believed 
erroneously that cancer was incurable. 
Today most of us know that one 
‘in three cancer patients is being saved 
by surgery and radiation. Unfortunately, 
though, there are certein forms of the 
disease which cannot be cured by any 
means now known. 

Here is where research must fill in 
the missing knowledge leading to a final 
definite cure of all forms of the disease. 
‘Once the cause is known, a cure will be 
forthcoming. 

So encouraged is the medical profes- 
sion about the prospect of finding a cure 
that drug manufacturers are increasing 
their research programs considerably in 
anticipation of success. They were re- 
cently voted $1,500,000 in aid by the 
House of Representatives. 

This year the American Cancer So- 
ciety is prepared to invest as much as 
eight million dollars in research pro- 
‘grams and grants to physicians and 
‘scientists. But this money must be raised 
by individual donations in the campaign 
now going on. 

The Georgia chapter of this society 
ig now conducting its annual drive for 
“funds as well as its educational campaign 
‘to save lives. With such encouraging pros- 
~pects as we now have—thanks largely to 
-the’ society’s efforts in the past—citizens 
‘should give all-out support. 

Cancer is a threat to everybody now 
living. Surely this fact alone should en- 
courage each of us to do whatever possible 
to end it.

But the President lost humiliatingly 
in his plea that 25 per cent not be cut 
from his request for funds for the U.S. 
Information Agency. This is an example 
of how cuts can damage a necessary pro- 
gram in the contest with communism. 

Except for Humphrey, it is apparent 
that most Cabinet members agree with 
Eisenhower. Each of them feels that the 
budget is in line with expanding U:5. 
needs and its four million additional peo- 
ple each year. They also fear cuts in mili- 
tary and foreign aid which would en- 
danger the leadership the free world 


needs from us and the national security. 


Congress, indeed, can cut out some of 
its pork barrel projects as the President 
suggested. It could also increase effi- 
ciency and economy and save several bil- 
lions perhaps by putting. into effect the 
remainder of the Hoover Commission rec- 
ommendations. 

Efficiency and economy in govern- 
ment could save billions without endan- 
gering vital programs. But the revolt 
started by George Humphrey is going to 
cause the President a lot of headaches be- 
fore it runs its course. Ike, in the mean- 
time, must call up all his reserves of lead- 
ership to salvage his program.

Easter Season Is a Tribute to Li fe

‘The sun shouts’’ on Easter morning, 
say the folk people, for the rising sun re- 
fiects how the people feel about this joyous 
time. 

Theologians, too, are cheerful when they 
realize that people have grasped what they 
consider the essence of Easter... out of 
death comes life. 

Easter, like all Christian holidays, is 
an inseparable blend of the primitive and 
the civilized, secular and religious customs 
of all peoples and all times. To the com- 
mon folk of many Western countries, the 
sun dances as it rises on this morning of 
the Resurrection, and people dance with it 
in some ceremonies. 

QUIZT WORSHIP 

In our own more sophisticated world, 
the feeling about the sun is confined to 
quict watching and worship on a hilltop in 
the early Easter morning. 

But scholars belieVe that this custom is 
linked to the ancient ceremonies which set 
great store by the life-giving properties 
of the earth’s fiery star ... plants die and 
animals grow cold without sunlight. 

And, as a closer link to Christ, one poet 
expressed the belief that ‘“‘sun’’ sounds 
like ‘‘son”’ » people symbolically are

The fact that Easter comes in early 
spring and is well represented by the green 
and growing month of April is no accident

Then the people danced and sacrificed 
to make sure that life was renewed. New 
fires were lighted at dawn for the assur- 
ance of health, life and the protection of 
crops. And in some lands fires, or at least 
candles, still are lighted on Easter morn- 
ing. 

The significance of Easter is illustrated 
in the length of its observance. Christmas 
stretches into the beginning cerernonies 
which lead up to the day of worship when 
Christ awed and thrilled his followers by 
returning to life. Students of religious cus- 
toms describe the Easter and pre-Easter 
Seasons as representing a whole gamut 
of human emotions. 


The season of the Carnival begins on 
Twelfth Night, the sixth of January. The 
boisterous, gaudy celebrations which take 
place in many lands, including this coun- 
try’s Mardi Gras, find their roots in the 
Middle Ages. The Carnivals survive from 
the primitive ceremonies held to get rid of 
the dead (symbolized by the passing of 
winter) and to expel demons believed to be 
harmful to crops. 

But on Shrove Tuesday, the day before 
Ash Wednesday when the Lenten season 
begins, the rich living ends. And the quiet 
season of Easter begins. Interpretive theo- 
logians describe Lent as a religiously 
solemn time of denial, a symbolic effort 
to die and to kill sin. And then, when 
Christ rises and lives again, they say the 
Lenten’ observers rejoice in new life in 
one way by eating heartily.

THE WORD EASTER 


The word Easter itself is derived from 
the German goddess Ostara who was es- 
corted by a rabbit. But the tradition of the 
Easter rabbit who brings the eggs dates 
back to ancient Egyptian times when the 
custom was used as another symbol of fer- 
tility. 

The word “love” is found many times 
in the Easter story of the New Testament, 
and preachers have stressed that only 
when a person figuratively loses himself, 
as Christ did, will he find the love of his

And in this long observance that dis- 
plays so many varieties of custom and 
emotional tone, some interpreters believe 
that Jesus and the 12 disciples represent 
the many facets of mankind... there is
